The'Japancese sea- 
coast deaths are in excess of 1,000 and 
several towns and villages in Kyoto 
prefecture, near Maizuru, have been 
destroyed. The death. of only one 
white person has been reported. 

Two Towns Destroyed. 

The heaviest losses were reported 
from the town of Mineyama, which 
was totally destroyed by fire after the 
quake.

Ott, after being 
dried and warmed in a nearby ware- 
house, was sent home in a taxicab. 

At the county hospital, Mr. Bush de- 
clared emphatically that he had not 
jumped into the water with suicidal in- 
tent. 

"I fell in,” he said. “I don’t know 
where and I don’t knew how, but I 
fell in. I’m glad that I am alive.” — 

Condition Laid to Overwork. —

the hospital. A _ relative, speaking 
for her, said Mr. Bush underwent a 
facial operation about a year ago and 
that his condition since then had not 
been good.

NEW CIVIC HALL 


Public Credit to Build; 
Private Control. 


BY OSCAR HEWITT. 
“Publicly owned but privately and 


efficiently operated,” is one of the sug- 


gestions of Anton J. Cermak for a 
convention hall. He as president of 
the county board favors a bond issue 
to finance the purchase of the site and 
the erection of the building. He would 
appoint a committee representing 
every influential organization and in- 
terest in the city to deal with the en- 
tire project. 

“This committee may number ies 
tween 75 and 125 members,” he added, 
“and I would favor having that com- 
mittee take the initiative and follow 
it through. Let that committee find 


and select the gsite—one that is not 
only ample for today, but generous for 


tomorrow. Let it be a site that would | 


give the maximum of convenience for 
street, elevated and subway passen- 
gers, but also for autos and busses, 
with a parking space so large that it 
would be enticing. This site should be 
so nearly perfect from every angle 
that it would appreciate in value with 


the passing years. 
Nature of Structure Next. 


“Then I would have the committee 
determine what sort of a structure 
should be built. They cou:d determine 
jis exact character, its dimensions, its 
design, its capacity. 

“Personally I favor turning the 
completed building over to a private 
management. I would say that the 
private management should agree to 
refund to the county within thirty 
years the cost of the project. 

“Private management would make 
the cost of operation much lower than 
public management and would give 
better service. Publicly financed and 
privately operated is better than a 
purely private enterprise. If it were 
all private the owners would want to 
make 10 per cent. On a $10,000,000 
project that would be $1,000,000 a year.
